First, I urge you to attend our 66th Annual Holy Convocation in 
Memphis, to be held November 6-16, 1973. 


Secondly, I urge you with all my strength to comply with the 
financial program. You may have given half in April, but I am 
appealing to you to please, at least, DOUBLE the amount paid 
in April. 


Thirdly, we need an Administration-dormitory building in Atlanta, 
Georgia for our Theological Seminary. This could be realized now, 
with one concerted effort, by supporting our $100.00 a plate 
Benefit Dinner this year. Why don't you pray about it and ask God 
to help you to be an instrument in this effort? You could attend, 
and probably be responsible for at least one other person. Send 
in, as soon as possible, the names and at least a $25.00 deposit 
for each person who will attend. Your jurisdiction has been given 
a suggested quota. Won't you help!!! 


Finally, my co-worker, I pray that we will not be discouraged or 
fail to encourage support of the Lord's Work.

Darrett. And this morning I am 
airborne in a Northern direction 
to Atlanta, Georgia. 


We landed in Atlanta at seven 
thirty, and I took that long walk 
around to Southern Airlines for 
a 10:20 flight for Dothan and 
landed at 10:30 Dothan time the 
same morning. I must admit I 
was confused for a while until I 
remembered the time zone in 
Texas and Alabama is the same, 
however, Atlanta is an hour 
ahead. 


It was an overcast day in the 
Heart of Old Dixie as I walked 
toward the terminal, I 
remembered that it was some 
twenty-three years since I had 
been in the cradle of the. 
confederacy. On my way to the 
church where the convocation 
was in session, I saw a sign 
indicating that the George C. 
Wallace, Jr. College was in that 
area. My next thought was that 
in a few months a new C. H. 
Mason Bible College would be 
there too. 


I was greeted by Bishop Harris 
and the men and women of the 
Second Jurisdiction of Alabama. 


I heard people talk about 
Southern Hospitality, I 
experienced this in Dothan. 


Bishop J. O. Patterson and 
Bishop Ford had been there the 
night before. The whole town 
was sO moved by the services 
performed; everyone bought a 
newspaper to remember the 
occasion, and it was the first 
time in fifty years that the entire 
day circulation was sold. 


For about an hour, Bishop 
Harris and I talked about the 
mechanics of the C. H. Mason 
Bible College. We went out to 
greet the wonderful people in 
the sanctuary. 


I sincerely believe that Alabama 
will be one of the places where 
our school will have a rapid 
growth. That evening the 
scholarship committee gave a 
very eloquent banquet at the 
Holiday Inn. The meal was 
superb. 


The speaker encouraged the 
potential faculty and students to 
enroll in the school. 


That night in the service it 
seemed as if the heavens opened 
on us. At 12:30 Rev. Elton 
Drapers, David Drapers and I left 
for Montgomery and at 2:05 A. 
M., I was airborn to Atlanta and 
on to the Space City. 


On the 26th of September, I left 
for Jackson Mississippi to hold 
an orientation session with 
Bishop Theo Davis and those 
wonderful saints of the Southern 
Mississippi Jurisdiction. This 
proved to be five days of 
inspiration and encouragement 
for me. On Saturday the 27th, a 
very impressive service was held 
and the President, the Dean, the 
Faculty was installed. The 
address was given by Supt. 
Samuel Lowe, the Area Director 
for Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Tennessee. Fifty-seven students 
were enrolled and the target date 
for class was set for October 
24th. On Sunday evening at 
2:00 P. M., I was given the 
opportunity of bringing the 
official message to the Southern 
Jurisdiction. The State temple 
was filled to its capacity. They 
had everything; what they really 
needed was a good preacher. 
That evening I came out of the 
pulpit on my way to the airport 
with Rev. Butler, the public 
relations chairman. The kindness 
of Brother and Sister White in 
whose home I had stayed will 
never be forgotten. 


At exactly 4:06 P. M. I was 
airborne on a Delta for a flight 
to Memphis, Tennessee to speak 
for the Presiding Bishop, who 
also had some very encouraging 
words about the school. While 
being there I had a chance to 
hear the one and only Evangelist 
Butler of Detroit. He gave a very 
profound message. At 2:05 A. 
M. I took another Delta for the 
Heavenly City, arriving at 4:00 
A. M. 


This morning, October the 5th, 
as I sit at this desk and look 
across this vast acreage, a cool 
breeze from the North is kissing 
my cheek. I am being reminded 
now that the convocation is just 
around the corner.
